American soldiers, he said, was almost 
negligible considering the large num- 
ber of men in the vicinity. He recom- 
mended that a full -.refutation of the 
charges be put before the American 
public.

tice Paris offers attractions to men 
mischievously and criminally inclined. 
Naturally "there are minor disturbances 
in Paris. . 'But the American. military 
police organization 
is excellent 
and 
these disorders are kept at a minimum. 


"None of- these are .traceable in any 


way to faulty pay system.. No penni; 
less soldiers are found in Paris. There 
are individual 
cases of delayed pay- 


ment due to change in pay which took 
place''during hostilities. The new pay 
system enables a. soldier to get .jpay. 
ffom TMjrtaaster 
when money is due. 
him. 
Generally speaking- the pay has 
been almost always correct. The pay 
department has been sending officers 
to find casuals at our hospitals 
and 


elsewhere with directions to pay men 
whose records are entirely lost.

Sea Water Which Poured Into Firing Room Through 


Hole Made b\r Missile, Forces Smith's Body Into 


Ventilator Tube—Is Rescued Alive. 


Many stories of unusual experiences, 


terrifying and nerve racking, will be 
told by the Newark men in the .service, 
but probably none missed thi-ough :i 
more horrifying few hours than did 
Hoke Star Smith, of this city son of 
.W. W. Smith of Western avenue. 


The story of young Smith's exper- 


ience was brought out when a crum- 
pled, soiled draft was presented at the 
Newark Trust company, and the pres- 
ident W. W. Mc-lx. curious to know 
just where the draft had boon made 
inquiry and received ;i letter from the 
boy's father. 


The letter written by Mr. Smith tells 


in detail the cxi«?rion'~c.-! of his son. 


The~<irarL you mentioned was in my 


son's pocket-bcok. on his per.son when 
the U. S. P. Sloun' Version w:is tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine two 
hundred "and forty-tvo jii'les" off the 
coast of France, on-her return voyage 
to the t'nited Stales. The incident oc- 
curred Sept. 5, 191S, at 7:riiJ a.m.

The Mount Vernon was temporarily

to congress, 'January 8, 1918, and the 
principles of 'settlement in his subse- 
quent addresses;-"are carried out in true 
accordance with' the high-minded and 
far-seeing spirit:'in which they were re- 
ceived.'

'-Among the 14 points, the dominating 


note, in our opinion, is to be attributed 
to point No. 14, providing for the con- 
stitution of 'ft.- league of nations, which 
Mr. Wilson said"on September 27 must 
be a part and in a sense the most es- 
sential part of the peace settlement it- 
self. The German people feel that, 
given such a league and compulsory ar- 
bitration, peace jhegotiations would offer 
no particular, difficulties, while without 
its constitution: in the peace settle-- 
merit, a peace'.bf right and'justice will 
be well-nigh Impossible. 
"With:regart to the first, second ancL 
third points Jp JVI% Wilaon's program,, 
we are" in perfebt'-accord with fifih. Ih: 
connection-.with point No. 4 it may be 
mentioned that Germ'any is about to 
abolish obligatory military service. As 
for point No. 5, we welcome: 
Free, 


open-minded and absolutely impartial 
adjustment - of all colonial claims, pro- 
posed by Mr. Wilson, and accepted by 
the entente government, and we are 
looking forward to a discussion of those 
claims in the peace conference in the 
spirit outlined by the American pres- 
ident. 
"As for point No. 7, we are prepared 


to pay for all damage done to the Bel- 
gian civil population and their prop- 
erty, as far as will be proven to have 
been perpetrated by 'German aggres- 
sion. The same applies to point No. 8, 
relative to damage done civilians and 
their property in northern France. As 
for Alsace-Lorraine, we could not con- 
sider it, 'righting a wrong,' if through 
the peace settlement a new wrong 
should be permitted. That, however, 
would be the case if Germans were 
compelled to become French against 
then will. 
Again it must lie empha- 


sized in connection with point No. 9 
that justice would forbid forcing Ger-

agree in many ways, but anyway it 
has taught me how to appreciate a 
home. 
I have had some pretty close 


escapes and gnce or twice thot Hell it 
self could not possibly be any worse. 
.My baptism of fire while not the worst 
in tlie war has given me an idea of 
what war really is. The marine corps 
casualty list was heavy indeed for our 
handful of men. but those who live 
will forever honor and respect, those 
marines 
\vlio died knowing: that no 


better soldiers ever lived. Their's was 
the supreme sacrifice and the sacrifice 
I have seen I'll never forget. The cost 
has been heavy, but no great good can

The exposure, irregular feed and ut-

date. Once in a. while a fellow gets a 
bad cold but you would be surprised at 
the small amount of really serious ills 
that befall us when we are in a half 
way position to take care of ourselves. 


Our 
duties have taken us in some 


pretty trying placss but common wet 
weather dangers such as pneumonia, 
has had little encouragement 
in this 


battle scarred company at least. The 
regular hot meals and good quarters 
found at the end of our drive has set 
what few below normal men we had 
back on their feet again. 


"I don't know how long we will be 


guests of Germany, some say not very 
long, others run it up to a year or 
two. so we are patiently doing our bit 
the same as usual. 
I would not take 


anything for what I have seen over 
here, but I'm not sorry at all that the 
end seems near. 
If it had to be done 


again I'd probably 
try to do my bit

Ancient Time Recorders. 


Perhaps the first reference to at- 


lApjpts to reckon time by mechanical 
means is found in Isaiah 38-S, written

for yourself. He said he felt the terri- 
ble concussion of the explosion and the 
next instant the flames, gasses and 
fire from his "• fire-box enveloped him 
completely, burning him from head to 
foot 
It was the force of the explosion 
hat rushed all the fire and flames out 
upon him. He said that almost the 
same instant the floor plates upon 
which he was standing, although the 
explosion had 
knocked him down, 
raised up,' presumably from the force 
of the inrushing water from the ocean 
through the hole which the torpedo 
hand rent, and then he knew that he 
was under water. He floated a little, 
then 
felt 
himself 
being "sucked"' 
hrough a hole, and downward, and he 
thought he was being drawn out into 
the ocean through the hole the torpedo 
had made. Thus he mused while under 
he water. Finally he came to the sur- 
face in a whirl-pool. He was in the 
coal 
bunker, 
having 
been -drawn 
through the small hole where coal is 
Kissed from the bunker to the fire- 
*oom. There he and two of his com' 
rades were, all three trapped in that 
rapidly filling bunker, the only outlet 
jeing a steel vent that served to take 
the gasses off the coal. This vent was 
eight 
by sixteen inches, and 
they 
searched in vain for it, and gave it up. 
In the meantime the bunker had almost 
:illed with water. 
My boy renewed 
the search and by following the'air 
currents found it just as the bunker 
filled with water. He put his hands 
ibove his head up into the ventilator, 
then the water and air currents to- 
gether boosted him up into the ventila- 
tor. 
He stuck at the hips, being to 


broad to pass, and as the water re- 
ceded.—presumably caused by the roll- 
ing of the ship—it gave him a chance 
to work his hips into the tube, then 
the water and air pressure came again, 
this time forcing him up the vent 
about eight feet, the water shooting far 
nbove his head then receding again. 
But he "could not go farther up as he 
was then at a sharp bend in the ven- 
tilator which would not admit further 
progress. The water then did not go 
.ibove his head again, but settled about 
at his knees, the bunker being com- 
pletely filled and up to the point I 
have mentioned. However, after he 
had recovered strength enough to call 
he made himself heard on the deck 
a.Ix>ve through the ventilator. 
Some 


of the erew were sent to the deck be- 
low, the |H>int where this bend was lo- 
cated, and \vith sledge hammer and cut- 
ler ripped the ventilator open at the 
point where my boy was imprisoned, 
and took him out there. The cutting 
of this tube, which was made of one- 
half 
inch steel, took one hour and 


twenty minutes, to get him out. He 
was in the hospital for several weeks 
as the results of his experience, and 
now is as sound and perfect physically 
and mentally, as ever, and is stil? with 
the Mount Vernon in the Charlestown 
Xavy Yards and ready to sail with her 
when the repairs are completed.
